JUST THE FACTS 

The beautiful twin auditoriums of 
Edmonton and Calgary cost the 
province 11 million dollars. Our 
auditorium, the Northern Jubilee, 
was officially opened April, 1957. 
Just a few facts about this magni¬ 
ficent structure which you’ll be en¬ 
tering on the evening of February 
8th for Scandapades. 

The building covers 1.5 acres of 
ground and contains facilities to ac¬ 
commodate any size group and any 
type of function. While the people 
seated in the auditorium proper 
feel its immensity to those on stage 
it appears small and intimate. The 
50 feet high satin walnut panelled 
walls slope inward at the top in 
conformity with acoustical design. 
The seating capacity of the main 
floor is 1,268, the 1st balcony 802 
and the 2nd balcony 657. 

The spotlights, part of the stage 
lighting, not with-in audience 
range, are located in the 3 open¬ 
ings between four ceiling sections. 


The recesses the whole audience 
can see in the side walls are for 
spcial lighting effects, broadcasts, 
and for movie and television came¬ 
ras. 

The orchestra pit, built in des¬ 
cending risers, is designed to hold 
up to 75 musicians. 

The stage is one of the largest 
on the continent with facilities for 
staging many types of productions. 

It is 120 feet wide and 48 feet 
deep with the stage proper tower¬ 
ing 120 feet to the roof. Behind, 
below and above the stage are 
dressing rooms, workshops, scenery 
docks, storage rooms, office for 
stage manager, etc. 

On the lower floor is the Ex¬ 
hibition Area where it is especially 
designed and lighted for any type 
ol exhibit. Do join us for this very 
special evening of the year to be 
amused, stimulated and finally re¬ 
freshed with coffee and warm 
friendship.
